next. Rates for all ordinary .domestic 
use will be $1.33 a thousand cubic feet

"The n-rvv schedule is voluntary, tne

to effect for all gas sold to the first 
meter reading after September 1. 


The company announced that wage

this will be more 


than overcome by the material de- 
crease In the cost of coal. 


During the past year the cost of 


coal has been about about $8 a.ton. 
but It is estimated that for the com 
!nc year the cost will be a little more 
than $5.50 a ton.

ents and it was agreed to boost the 
price to 20 cents including the state 
tax.

WAR TALK 


I 
There are many people in this coun- 


\try who feel that Europe has gone in- 
sane. 
But Americans may "well look to 


themselves, for the road to insanity* is 
open to all. Our supposedly wise men are 
again talking of war with Japan and 
have laid out a program, of military and 
naval operations that Japan may be ex- 
pected to follow. Large sums of money 
are to be asked for fortifying the Hawai- 
ian islands and the Pacific coast. 
It is 


said that the defenses of the Panama ca- 
nal are practically worthless, "^"e must. 
BO it is said, liave a large air force, a big 
fleet of submarines, and guns with a much 
longer range than those that are now sup- 
posed to protect the canal. It will, so it 
is said, be necessary to acquire, by lease, 
land for gun emplacements in territory 
belonging to other nations. 


At this rate we shall soon be as crazy 


as Europe. It is generally agreed by ex- 
perts that this cotmtry is safe as against- 
invasicm. Probably it is true-that, in case 
of war. Japan could take the Philippines. 
But nothing that we could do in the way 
of fortifying them could make them safe 
as against Japan. It is foolish to think 
of making the .Panama, canal impregnable 
since it could be put out of commission by 
one man with a bomb. 
All this was 


pointed out when it was first proposed to 
fortify the canal, thus inviting any nation 
with which we might be at war to make 
it the center of military operations. 


There is. of course, danger of war. but 


not such a war as is conjured* up by our 
alarmists. 
If Europe gets to fighting 


again it is quite possible that we might 
again be drawn in. But really it is no 
time io be conjuring up spectres. 
If 


•America has any duty to the world, it is 
the duty of presenting to mankind the 
spectacle of one nation that is not in- 
•flamed by hate or shadowed by fear, a 
nation dedicated and 
consecrated to 


peace, and eager to point the way to 
peace. Ve ought to rely somewhat on the 
naval limitation and the Pacific pacts. 
«nd rely a great deal on the spirit that 
prompted them. 


The American people, as the late Pres- 


ident Harding said, "want none of war." 
'Peace is not the product solely of treaties 
and leagues, and cannot be created or 
maintained by machinery; it is the pro- 
duct of a peaceful spirit, and it is. there- 
fore, this that we need to cultivate. Not 
for year"? has there-ifien as little likeli- 
hood of war in the Pacific as there is to- 
day, n^vcr was the Panama canal in less 
danger. 
The "Washington conference 


•was .supposed to have -ushered in a new 
era. 
The American people should sec to 


it that tbe predictions made for it are ful- 
filled.

or a third of the total cost of crime. 
Fraudulent bankruptcies get away with 
400 million dollars a year. Based on po- 
lice estimates the loss from burglar}-, lar- 
cency and general petty thefts is only 250 
million dollars a year.

criminal "job." of course, involves more 
money thaii it used to. Putting it on a 
straight dollars-and-cents basis, and elim- 
inating moral considerations, the theft of 
$200 today is equivalent to the theft of 
$100 before the war. Even thieves have 
to figure on the increased cost of living. 


A prominent expert attributes the in- 


crease in financial crimes to discontent, 
envy, unemployment, desire for luxury 
beyond earning capacity, carelessness of 
people whose funds are stolen, unfairly 
low pay, and ''widespread disrespect fop 
property rights and law. caused partly by 
the World war. The last reason may be 
the most important one. Comparing the 
national crime bill with the total income 
of the American people, about $i in each 
$15 or -S20 that is produced by honest 
effort is stolen by the parasites.

Twenty years ago there was some difference of 


opinion on the question of the relative value of or 
ganlc and inorganic iron for man, some ingenious 
theories being offered to support the idea that onl> 
organic Iron Is utilized by man. 
But the question 


was put to the test of actual experiment and accur- 
ate chemical analysis, and It was soon proved that 
the body utilizes inorganic (mineral) iron as readib 
as organic iron. Mineral or Inorganic Iron is the 
form in which this element Is present in certain 
mineral waters and some of the best medicinal 
preparations, while organic Iron is the^form present 
In such foods as spinach, peas, beans, prunes, egg 
yolk, oatmeal, entire wheat, almonds, lettuce, lean 
beef. etc.

iron shortage. Such a good authority as Von Noor- 
den asserts that a generous supply of fresh fruits 
and vegetables Is of the-greatest Importance In the 
normal development of the body, and that it would 
be better to lean toward vegetarianism in the feed- 
ing of children than it Is to feed them as though 
they were carnlvora. If we limit the use of fresh 
fruits or vegetables there is a sluggishness of blood 
formation and a lack of the reserve Iron which is 
stored in the liver, spleen and bone marrow In 
health.

After the photographers had left, I

'that. He is. a man of seventy-eight. 
rugged, well preserved and 
active 


His hair Is not yet gray. There is 
something Emersonian about his fea 
tures. There is also an Emersonian 
dignity about him. 
"Sit down." he said, motioning to

"Now, what is it I can do for you?' 
"Tell me about the kind of boy Cal 


•vln Coolidge was."

INVITATION. TO STUDY LAW 
"There was 
one man. however, 


whom he didn't bore that day. That 
was Mr. Hammond, Judge Hammond 
of the law firm of Hammond & Field 
of Northampton. Massachusettes. The 
day after Calvin got home from col' 
lege after graduation he received a 
letter from. Mr. Hammond inviting 
him to come and read law with him. 
I don't know that Cal ever thought 
much of being a lawyer before. He 
never spoke much about being any- 
thing. For a time I thought I'd like 
him to' be a physician, He was very 
good in physiology.
